DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 



1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-35, drawn to an enclosure, classified in class 174, subclass 35R. 

II. Claims 36-56, drawn to the method of making the enclosure, classified in class 29, 



2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
